Every 
year we have been content to sit back and lament on the 
fact that our team has failed to land the Championship 
simply through lack of coaching and insist on the fact that 
our only hope of success lies in securing one man who will 
take sole charge of the team and make it his one aim and 
object to turn out a w mu r ; hut what on earth is the 
use of talking and knocking ? What we want is something 
done and above all done NOW. This letter suggests a 
sound and practical method of going about the matter and 
all that now remains to bo done is to adopt these sugges- 
tions without any loss of time. II is a question which culls 
tor the immediate attention of the Students' Council and 
there has probably never been one question since the Coun- 
cil was founded which is so vital to the interests of the 
University or in which it bus hud an opportunity to do so 
much to advance all the best interests of McGill. 

Dr. Haines, in his speech on Monday evening said In part: 
"Things have come to such n pass now that we must win 
Football Championships within the next few years. 1 believe 
that the fundamental interests of the University are at 
stake." Such words as these coming from the lips of one 
of the prominent members of the Faculty arc pregnant with 
meaning and are of the deepest significance to each and 
every one of us. None can but admit that a very large 
measure of the success of Toronto University is due to her 
wonderful record on the gridiron and her large enrolment 
which continues to steadily increase can be traced directly 
to this. Neither will anyone deny that the principal factor 
in that success has been the magnificent work of Coach 
Griffith who is nnipiestionully the f'nest coach in Canada 
today; Saturday's game is the most pointed instance of 
this that we have had in years. At the beginning of the 
week Varsity were admittedly a weak team and everyone 
predicted a win for McGtil; in despair they sent for Griffith 
who like a modern Cincinnatus answered the call.

It is a question which calls 
for the immediate attention of the Students' Council and 
there has probably never been one question since the Coun- 
cil was founded which is so vital to the interests of the 
University or in which it has had an opportunity to do so 
much to advance all the best interests of McGill. 

Dr. Haines, in his speech on Monday evening said in part: 
"Things have come to such a pass now that we must win 
Football Championships within the next few years. 1 believe 
that the fundamental interests of the University are at 
stake."
